You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Town  of  Columbia,  on  Tuesday  the  13th  day  of 
March  next,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon 
the  follownig  subjects:
